Group in, claim(s) 15-26, drawn to method of producing virus-like particles comprising at least 
two capsid types. (2 nd method) 

Group IV, claim(s) 27-36, drawn to host cells. (3 rd product) 

Group V, claim(s) 41-48, drawn to method of expressing capsid proteins from at least two types 
of viruses. (3 rd method) 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The invention of Group I is known in the prior art as 
evidence by Sasagawa et al (Virology, 1995, Vol. 206, pages 126-135) wherein the reference 
teaches virus-like particles comprising at least two capsid types ( see the abstract). The cited 
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evidence proves that the technical feature of Group I does not make a contribution over the prior 
art. Thus, the claims are not so linked by a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT 
Rule 13.2.
